Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I  have  to  honour  to  submit 
my  annual  report  for  the  year  1950,  which  has  been  compiled 
according  to  the  directions  of  the  Minister  of  Health. 

The  vital  statistics  of  the  District  are  given  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  report,  together  with  certain  other  tables  of 
interest . 


Staff 


Dr.  W.W. Sinclair  relinquished  his  post  as  your  Medical  Officer 
and  was  succeeded  by  Dr. A. E. Brown  on  15th.  May,  1950. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  Dr.  Sinclair  and  one  which  I  now  share 
as  a  result  of  my  own  experience,  that  the  offices  of  the  four 
Councils  comprising  !?Area  5;?  are  too  far  apart  to  permit  of  your 
Medical  Officer  carrying  out  his  duties  from  them  as  bases,  and 
I  am  pleased  to  record  that  the  Councils  concerned  have  accepted 
in  principle  the  necessity  of  centralising  as  much  routine  work ' 
as  possible  in  one  office. 

The  County  Council  have  acquiesced  in  the  temporary  local 
Area  Office  at  Long  Stratton  being-  used  for  this  purpose  and  it 
is  hoped  that  agreement  on  clerical  assistance  etc  will  soon 
be  reached. 

Ponulati on 

The  Registrar  General  estimates  the  population  of  your  District 
to  be  12,790,  an  increase  of  23O  on  that  of  1949.  There  has  been  a 
steady  rise  in  the  post  war  years  and  the  estimated  population  is 
now  630  in  excess  of  that  for  1938. 

As  there  were  175  live  births  and  133  deaths,  the  natural 
increase  was  only  42.  The  rise  in  the  population  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General  must  therefore  be  accounted  for  mainly  by 
movement  into  your  District. 

Birth  Rate 

The  Birth  Rate  for  1950  was  13.6  per  1000  of  the  population 
and  the  figure  is  compared  with  the  rates  for  previous  years  and 
for  England  and  Wales  in  Table  9* 

The  death  rate  was  10.39  per  1000  of  the  population  and 
corresponding  comparisons  will  be  found  in  tables  9  and  10. 

Causes  of  Death 

Causes  and  ages  of  death  are  shown  in  tables  7  and  8.  Diseases 
specifically  associated  with  old  age  accounted  for  68%  of  the  total 
and  deaths  from  cancer  amounted  to  13.3%  of  all  deaths. 

It  will  be  seen  from  table  3  that  there  were  four  still  births 
during  the  year  under  review  giving  a  rate  of  22.3  per  1000  total 
births  which  is  a  considerable  improvement  over  the  figures  for

1948  and  1949,  during  each  of  which  years  approximately  one  child 
in  20  was  horn  dead  (Table  9). 

There  was  one  death  under  one  year  giving  an  infant  mortality 
rate  of  5*7  pen  1000  live  births,  see  Table  5>  which  is  again  an 
improvement  on  last  year  which  I  hope  will  be  maintained. 

Infectious  Diseases  other  than  Tuberculosis 


Details  are  given  in  Tables  11  and  12.  A  total  of  185 

cases  were  notified,  a:  considerable  excess  on  the  figure  for  1949. 
The  bulk  of  this  excess  is  accounted  for  by  an  outbreak  of  measles 
which  reached  its  peak  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  There 
was  one  death  from  this  disease.  There  were  no  cases  of  polio¬ 
myelitis. 

Tuberculosis 


The  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  is  shown  in 
Table  14.  It  will  be  seen  from  Table  15  that  four  new  cases  were 
notified,  1  pulmonary  and  5  non-pul monary ,  and  five  were  removed  from 
the  Register  as  recovered  or  removed  from  the  District,  One  death 
was  recorded  leaving  a  total  of  59  on  the  Register.  There  is 
reason  to  believe  that  this  number  may  be  in  excess  of  the  true 
figure  and  an  active  revision  of  the  register  is  now  in  progress. 

Nevertheless,  tuberculosis  continues  to  be  one  of  the  most 
serious  problems  ffecting  the  country  as  a  whole.  During  1950  the 
operation  of  the  machinery  for  dealing  with  this  provided  under 
the  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  can  hardly  be  said  to  be  satisfactory, 
there  being  at  least  three  authorities  involved  in  the  control  of 
the  various  aspects  of  the  disease.  Efforts  have  been  made  in 
conjunction  with  my  colleagues  in  other  parts  of  Norfolk  to 
achieve  better  co-ordination,  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  next  year 
the  system  will  be  functioning  more  smoothly.  It  is  imperative  that 
your  Medical  Officer  should  have  available  to  him  routinely  such 
information  as  is  necessary  for  him  to  carry  out  his  responsibilities 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations  19  50. 

A  more  cheerful  side  of?  the  picture  is  that  the  waiting  list 
for  hospital  beds  in  Norfolk  is  as  short  as  anywhere  in  the  country. 

Vaccination 

Since  vaccination  ceased  to  be  compulsory  there  has  been  a 
falling  off  in  the  number  of  children  vaccinated  voluntarily 
There  are  several  advantages  in  carrying  out  primary  vaccination 
in  infancy  and  this  trend  is  a  potentially  serious  danger. 

61  infants  were  vaccinated  in  1950  representing  5^.2%  of  the 
children  born  in  that  year. 

Brucella  Abortus 

Brucella  Abortus  organisms  were  recovered  from  bulk  samples 
of  milk  in  four  cases  during  the  year.  Apart  from  being  the  cause 
of  contagious  abortion  in  cattle,  this  organism  is  the  cause  of 
undulant  fever  in  man,  a  disease  which  is  often  not  easily 
recognised  clinically. 

In  each  case  past ourisation  was  ordered  until  such  time  as 
individual  samples  showed  the  animal  or  animals  affected.  Unfort¬ 
unately  ,  such  animals  tend  to  be  intermittent  excreters  of  the 
bacillus  and  veterinary  surgeons  are  unable  to  ensure  a  cure.  A 
cow  once  effected,  therefore,  must  always  be  considered  a  potential 
danger  and  its  milk  should  always  be  heat  treated  before  consumption 

Restrictions  have  therefore  been  maintained  on  the  sale  of 
milk  from  cows  identified  as  harbouring  the  organisms. 
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It  will  be  appreciated  that  the  placing  of  restriction  on 
one  or  two  members  of  the  herd  is  a  troublesome  matter  for  the 
iarmer  and  there  is  a  natural  tendancy  for  him  to  dispose  of  the 
animals  affected.  At  the  present  time  there  is  no  obligation 
on  his  part  to  inform  the  new  owner  or  the  Council's  Officers  of 
^he  condition  of  the  beast  or  of  the  fact  that  he  has  disposed  of 


While  the  slaughter  of  the  animals  concerned  is  the  ideal 
answer,  I  doubt  the  practicability  of  this  measure  in  this  country 
at  the  present  time,  but  I  consider  there  is  a  good  case  for 
braiding  the  animals  found  to  be  affected,  so  that  both 
purchasers  and  Public  Health.  Departments  would  know  exactly  where 
they  stood  m  relation  to  the  carriers  of  these  organisms. 

Dentil  state  of  the  Children 


I  am  much  concerned  with  the  state  of  the  teeth  of  the  children 
in  your  District  and  the.fact  that  the  services  available  to  them 

5aVf uSoead^ly  dwinciled  since  the  coming  into  force  of  the  National 
Heath  Service  Act  on  3th.  July,  1948. 

This,  in  spit  of  Ministrial  statements  that  children  and 
expetant  mothers  should  have  priority  treatment. 

It  is  common  knowledge  that  anomalies  in  financial  arrange- 
ments  in  the  various  parts  of  what  is  now  a  State  Health  Service 
is  at  the  basis  of  the  present  difficulties  and  while  1  realise 
tnat  you  are  not  the  authority  responsible  in  this  matter,  I  feel 
it  is  my  duty  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  position. 

I  do  not  think  your  district  is  worse  off  than  the  majority 
at  the  present  time  -  the  problem  is  a  national  one  -  but  a  heavy 
responsibility  rests  with  those  whose  task  it  is  to  assess  a 
prematurely  edentulous  population  in  financial  terms.  The  situation 
ls  aggravated  by  the  fact  that  a  large  proportion  of  the 

;"c  a0Jj®  rot  realise  the  importance  of  the  preservation  o±  their 
reetn.  ihey  all  to  often  regard  the  dentist  only  as  a  man  who 
pulls  them  out. 


This  .report  deals  with  the  position  during  the  year  193O  but 
1  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  drawing  your  attention  to 
±act  that  Priority  classes,  i,e,  pre-school  and  school 
criildren,  pregnant  and  nursing  mothers,  are  still  entitled  to 
completely  free  services  under  the  Act. 

Housing 

There  are  3,984-  houses  in  your  district  of  which  613  (13.4%) 
are  owned  by  the  Council,  A  further  11  have  been  requisitioned.

On  the  31st .  December,  1949,  there  were  194  outstanding 
applications  _nd  this  had  risen  to  283  Dy  31st.  December,  1930. 

-his  latter  figure  is  probably  in  excess  of  the  actual  applications 
ana  7-  am  pleased  to  hear  that  arrangements  have  already  been  made 
for  the  regular  revision  of  the  list. 

The  Council  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  energy  with  which 
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it  has  tackled  its  housing  problems.  During  my  first  year  of 
office  I  have  been  pleased  to  note  the  progressive  attitude  it 
has  adopted  in  matters  such  as  layout,  design  and  decoration, 
and  the  measure  of  its  success  is  the  awards  it  had  won. 

The  picture  regarding  older  houses  which  represent  a  large 
proportion  of  the  accommodation  in  your  District,  gives  cause  for 
disquiet.  There  is  evidence  that  many  properties  are  falling  into 
disrepair  as  a  direct  result  of  the  operation  of  the  Rent 
Restrictions  Acts.  Never  were  houses  more  needed  than  in  the 
present  decade  and  never  was  there  a  position  more  foolish  than 
that. which  exists  at  present  in  so  far  that  owners  are  manifestly 
not  in  a  position  to  keep  their  properties  in  reasonable  repair.' 
These  remarks  apply  particularly  to  a  district  s/ueh  as  yours  where 
a  large  proportion  are  rented  at  a  few  shillings  a  week  only. 

You  are. already  aware  that  there  are  serious  practical 
incompat abilities  between  the  Public  Health  s.jid  Housing  Acts  on 
the  one  hand  and  the  Rent  Restriction  Acts  on  the  other.  I 
would  point  out  that  the  former  are  the  outcome  of  a  century  of 
slow  and  methodical  progress  in  the  field  of  Biblic  Health  and  in 
my  opinion  it  is  a  great  pity  that  temporary  financial  expedients 
such  as  the  Rent  Restriction  Acts  should  prejudice  the  operation 
of  sounder  and  more  permanent  legislation. 

I  hope  the  Council  will  use  its  influence  when  and  where 
it  can  in  the  direction  of  securing  suitable  amendments  to  these 
Acts. 


A  revision  of  the  Housing  Survey  records  is  at  present  in 
Progress  and  I  hope  to  be  able  to  put  before  you  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  position  in  my  next  Annual  Report. 

Water  Supplies 

Some  5^-8  houses  and  1,918  persons  (15%  of  the  population) 
draw  their  water  from  main  supplies.  The  bulk  of  the  remainder 
draw  their  domestic  w ater  from  shallow  wells,  the  number  of  which 
is . not  known.  Such  wells  are  a  most  unsatisfactory  source  of 
drinking  water  and  of  the  32  such  wells  sampled  during  the  year 
16  (15%). were  reported  unsatisfactory .  This  is  a  difficult 

problem  in  a  district  such  as  yours  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  the 
Council  is  progressing  well  with  its  general  water  schemes.  I 
hope  vvhen  further  mains  are  laid,  every  effort  will  be  made  to 
facilitate  the  connection  of  all  possible  property* 

Sewerage 

Details  of  the  closet  accommodation  in  the  district  are 
shown  in  the  following  table  (approximate  figures) 

Houses  with  //. C.  discharging  into  main  sewers  -  259  (7%)

served  by  pail  closets  3000  (83%) 

At  present,  495  (16%)  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly  by 
the  Council.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  even  after  the'  proposed  schemes 
for  Ditchingham,  Kirby  Cane,  Broome,  Ellingham,  Geldeston  and 
Gillingham  are  completed,  about  2,400  pail  closets  serving  approximate! 
65%  of  the  houses  in  your  District  will  still  remain 


I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their 
co-operation,  the  other  officers  for  their  assistance,  and  Mr, 
Starling  for  the  willing  and  friendly  manner  with  which  he  had 
carried  out  his  duties. 


I  would  also  mention  that  I  am  indebted  to  the  staff  of  my 
office  at  Long  Stratton  for  much  assistance  in  the  preparation  of 
this  report .
